on the French 
cathedral.

-T h ere was a 
double killing here late yesterday after­ 
noon and two prominent citizens OI 
this county are in jail charged with the 
crime. 
The dead are: 
W illiam T. Harris, Sr., ex-sheriff oi 
M clennan county. 
William T. Harris, Jr., son of the 
above and a fireman on a Cotton Bell 
sw itch engine. 
Dr. J. D. Lovelace and his stepson. 
Zaoh Reynolds are the men in jail. 
Tho battle took place in the Turf sa­ 
loon and restaurant. 
Dr. Lovelace and 
his stepson were in the restaurant whan 
H arris and his son entered. 
All oi 
them left the restaurant aud enters* 
the saloon. 
In the battle a donblebarral 
shotgun loaded w ith buckshot and tvrc 
revolvers were used. 
W illiam T. Har­ 
ris, Sr., received a load of buckshot in 
the back aud three pistol wounds in th* 
abdomen and breast and another in tn t 
shoulder. 
W illiam T. Harris, Jr., suf­ 
fered nine buckshot wounds in his legs, 
throe in his abdomen, a pistol wound in , 
his breast and another in his head. 
Neither one of them spoke after be­ 
ing shot, and the saloon was soon filled 
with smoke, so that the spectators wee* 
unable to give a clear aooount of the 
method of the shooting. 
When it was over, Dr. Loyelaoe and 
his stepson, Mr. Reynolds, surrendered 
to the officers and were placed in jail to 
await the action of the grand jury, 
which body is now in session. They 
both admitted that they fired the shots 
which killed Harris and his son, adding 
thev were compelled to do so in self-da- 
fense. 
The opposing parties in the desperate 
fight are connected by marriage urn! are 
connected also with the best families in 
McLennan county.

physician at Speegleville, 
McLennan county, and his stepson, 
Zach Reynolds, is a farmer. 
The quarrel grew out of a litigation 
pending in court in which a large body 
of land conveyed by Mrs. John McLen­ 
nan, husband of Mrs. Lena Harris Mo- 
Lennan, the daughter of ex-Sheriff Har­ 
ris, Is involved.

‘•Selecting a cow and taking great 
care that she should be in the best con- j 
aition of health, we have made several I 
tests to prove that she is in a perfectly 
healthy condition and we haveconolud-: 
ed to inoculate the anim al with the hu- j 
man tubercular bacilli. Thisexperiment 
will soon show conclusively tho truth 
or falsity of Dr. Koch’s proposition.

Pekin, Oct. 22.—A new heir to the 
throne 
will 
be 
appointed 
when 
the dowager empress meets Princfi 
Ching 
and 
several 
of the 
vice­ 
roys 
at 
Kal Feng, capital 
of 
the 
province of Honan, where there will he 
a general discussion of the affairs of 
the empire. 
This news is believed to 
be authentic, as it was received from 
high 
Chinese officials. The present 
heir has proven to be dlss'pated and un­ 
controllable. 
Moreover, 
his father’s 
status as a banished prince makes his 
succession contrary to Chinese tradi­ 
tions. 
The candidate of the empress is said 
to be Peitze, a nephew of Prince Tuan, 
who is intellectual weak. He partici­ 
pated in the Boxer aggressions, person­ 
ally leading an attack 
on the French 
cathedral. The reform 
faction disap­ 
proves the selection, and suggests that 
the powers oppose it if the empress 
wishes to carry it out. 
The heir to the throne is Pu Chun, 
Prince Tuan. He was born in 1884. In 
1885 Prince Chun, who had become one 
of the most powerful of the advisers 
of the dowager empress, obtained the 
honor of having his son named by the 
emperor, and a short lime afterwards 
Pu Chun was selected as heir to the 
widow of one of the wealthiest Man- 
ehux princes, 
In the autumn of 1898, 
when the emperor was deprived of all 
but nominal power, it was announced 
that Pu Chun had been selected as the 
heir apparent to the throne. 
It was announced in November last 
that Prince Tuan had fled to Kan Bu, 
He is a Manchu of pure descent; is the 
grandson of the Emperor Taouk Wang, 
who died in 1850, and a nephew of the 
Emperor Mien Fling, who died in 1861. 
Prince Tuan’s father, Prince Tun, was 
the most likely heir to the throne after 
Prince Taouk 
Wang’s death, but his 
succession was set aside for some rea­ 
son which has not been made public. 
About the middle of this year Prince 
Tuan was said to be fomenting an in- 
surreetion in western Mongolia. He was 
last rep o rted to be at Ulumski, in Tur­ 
kestan, to which part of the world he 
had been banished aB a result of the 
part which he took in the boxer upris­ 
ing.

W illiam T. Harris, Sr., ex-sheriff oi 
McLennan county. 
W illiam T. Harris, Jr., son of the j 
above and a fireman on a Cotton Bell 
switch engine. 
Dr. J. D. Lovelace and his stepson. 
Zach Reynolds are the men in jail. 
Tho battle took place in the Turf sa­ 
loon and restaurant. 
Dr. Lovelace and 
his stepson were in the restaurant when 
Harris and his son entered. 
All of 
them left the restaurant and enterer 
the saloon. 
In the battle a doublebarrel 
shotgun loaded w ith buckshot and tw i 
revolvers were used. 
W illiam T. Har­ 
ris, Sr., received a load of buckshot in 
the back aud three pistol wounds in th* 
abdomen and breast and another iu ta i 
shoulder. 
W illiam T. Harris, Jr., sub 
fered nine buckshot wounds in his legs, 
three in his abdomen, a pistol wound in 
his breast and another in his head. 
N either one of them spoke after be­ 
ing shot, and the saloon was soon filled 
w ith smoke, so th at the spectators were 
unable to give a clear account of the 
method of the shooting. 
W hen it was over, Dr. Lovelaoe and 
his stepson, Mr. Reynolds, surrendered 
to the officers and were placed in jail to 
await the action of the grand jury, 
which body is now in session. 
They 
both admitted that they fired the shots 
whioh killed Harris and his son, adding 
they were compelled to do bo in self-de­ 
fense.

There has been bad 
feeling on the part of the dead men and 
those who survived the fight for several 
months.
